for (he following report of the state- 
ment of Hugh Kelly, charging his 
brother, Joe, with the hold-up of a 
V. & T. train seven years ago: 


I was in California, at Rosevllle

road. I came back to Carson in the 
March following, a little over a month 
after the deed, In response to a request 
from my brother Joe that I should re- 
turn. I ha* left over $100 with htm 
when I went away. Joe met me at the 
depot and we walked down the street 
together. 
He told me that he had 


spent the money of mine that I had left 
with him, but he got Kold of some 
more, which he had found. I believed 
him 
until about 
one year 
after 


(thinking that his brother had found 
the cache of the robbers). About one 
year afterward 
and after 
we had 


started the grocery store Joe and I 
were walking down the track toward 
the box factory one Sunday afternoon 
and then he told me the whole affair 
of the robbery, which was as follows. 


"Joe got a heavy overcoat, and a false 


beard and the gun formerly owned by 
Einest Miner, who had sold It to him. 
It was a 44-calibre Colts nickel or sil- 
ver nlated and the belt and holster that 
went with It were the natural color of 
the leather. He also had a small 30 
hammetless revolver which he after- 
ward lost on the road to the Incline. 
In speaking of the affair and his mo- 
tives Joe said to me 'I didn't know what 
to do with myself' (when this oppoi- 
tuntty offeied).

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MACARTHUR'S REPORT. 


T 


HE report which General MacArthur sub- 
mitted as military governor-general of the 


Philippines covers a period of nine months, which 
ended at the time he surrendered his responsibility 
to General Chaffte and Judge Taft. Although nat- 
urally maintaining that much had been accomplished 
for the pacification of the islands, it must be in- 
ferred from the tone of the report that he doubts 
the wisdom of the course that has been taken in 
epdeavoring thus early to establish a civil govern- 
ment. While he docs not say that in so many 
words, and his saying so might be construed as dis- 
loyalty, there is, however, an impressive meaning 
in this paragraph of his report, deliberately and 
carefully read: 
•> 


" It is respectfully submitted that the very grati- 


fying conditions herein briefly recapitulated have 
not been brought about entirely by the hand of 
providence. 
Neither must the attitude of the ptople 


who have declared *br peace, or even that of the 
leaders of the Federal party, be attributed entirely 
to unreserved pro- Americanism. It would there- 
fore be unsafe to assume these conservative forces 
a* constant factors, the friendly operation of which 
can be relied upon, irrespective of external in- 
fluences. In due time, and beyond any question, 
if beneficient republican institutions are permitted 
to operate with full force, the Filipino people will 
become warmly attached to the United States by a 
sense of self-interest and gratitude. In the mean- 
time, the moulding force in the islands must be a 
well organized army and navy. Anything in the 
immediate future calculated to impede the activity 
or reduce the efficiency of these instruments will 
not only be a menace to present, but put in jeopardy 
the entire future of American possibilities in the 
archipelago." 


The gratifying conditions to which he refers 


were the fact that there was no embodied rebel 
force in a considerable portion ot Luzon, and that 
certain portions of two other islands might be 
considered temporarily pacified, but he does not 
neglect to remark that even then "serious questions 
will arise from time to time, the adjustment of which 
will be a delicate matter." And hence his conten- 
tion of the need of the continuance of "a well or- 
ganized army and navy," and hit- warning that 
anything in the immediate future calculated to im- 
pede the (their) activity is an unwarranted menace. 
That is just what the optimistic Taft has persuaded 
the Washington authorities to do in going as far as 
the setting up of an imperial civil government,^;. it 
is thought the Supreme Court decision in the cele- 
brated insular case will tolerate. 


In speaking of the manner in which the insur- 


rection has been carried on by guerilla bands and 
with such persistency that in fourteen months he 
had an official record of "1,626 contests between 
American troops anJ the insurgents," an average oi 
nearly three every day, he expressed the hope that 
the policy adopted against them "will in time con- 
ciliate the natives friendly to the United States.' 
This must be construed that up to the present time 
they have not ibeen conciliated and they are not 
thus friendly. 
And the collateral facts seem to well 


sustain General Mac-Arthur's guarded conclusions.

trampled out and destroyed. Such 
a condition, if at all widespread, 
would be an exceedingly injurious 
and deplorable matter. It would 
menn failure perhaps to the own- 
ers; and years of rest would 
scarcely restore tb,e rJJants to their 
normal condition. Such a problem 
as this belongs not to the scien- 
tists, but to the sheepmen them- 
selves. The ranges must not be 
injured by too close feeding, or 
even the deepest rooted and har- 
diest plants will be killed out in 
time. 


Now, 
there are, of course, many 


forage plants common enough in 
other countries which may be in- 
troduced and spread far and wide 
over our ranges. This is a matter 
for.experiratitjtal work of the most 
nteresting and practical nature. 
Such experiments are costly, and 
our station can carry them on only 
n a ve£y limited way. It may be, 
however, that with the earnest co- 
operation of the sheepmen much 
may be accomplished. 


One often hears of the great 


lamage which the herds and the 
icrders do to the forest; a matter 


>f great importance to all the 
tateb along the Sierra Nevada 
mountains. We hear so much of 
orest fires set by the herders 
weeping away miles of valuable 
imber and of millions of young 
rees trampled out and uprooted 
by the sheep. 
In the parts of 


mountains which we visited we 
certainly found very little to justi- 
'y these complaints. In the main, 
he herders -were very—careful 
bout their fires, occasionally 
>urning out patches of thick brush 
mt usually without doing any 
damage to standing timber. This 
may not be true in other localities 
hit on the whole it is certainlj 
rue on the larger part of the 
ranges which we visited. 


In every fir forest we found 


young trees of every sue clubter- 
ng around the bases of the larger 
ones. | The ground had often been 
crowded with sheep but it was 
still well dotted with tiny trees, 
rugged 
and wiry; some of not 


more than an Inch or two in height 
yet with roots going down deep 
nto the soil and in among the 
.tones. 
They had plainly 
not 


>een injured in any way by the 
sharp hoofs of the sheep. 


Messrs Dtiten and Kennedy 


were greatly pleased with the 
spirit of co-operation and hospital- 
ity shown them by the sheepmen 
whose energy foresight and busi- 
ness ability make them a class of 


mountain valleys between Pyra- 
mid Lake and the American river, 
most of the time on foot, collecting 
plants and grasses to replace the 
herbarium so unfortunately de- 
stroyed by fire last year, and aim- 
ing also to discover if passible the 
causes which tend to make good 
feed for sheep on accessible ranges 
scarcer every year. 


In this work they were greatly 


aided by our local sheepmen, Sen- 
ator P. I,. Flanigan especially, 
who furnished them an outfit of 
horses and burros and helped them 
in every possible way. 
While the 


work is still incomplete and most 
of the plants must be analyzed and 
classified, Mr. Doten has favored 
us with a preliminary re port of the 
trip, which is of considerable in- 
terest and value. Hesays in part: 


Early in June we left the sage- 


brush country around Tule moun- 
tain, not far from Pyramid, and set 
out across the hills toward Webber 
L,ake. The ground was parched 
ind barren and the spring feed 
was rapidly becoming- too dry to 
he longer of any use. When we 
reached the 
higher mountains 


around Webber, we found a coun- 
try which to a botanist seems 
almost like a new and unexplored 
region. Even in June the hills 
,vere covered with exceedingly 
nteresting plants and grasses; and 
ontrary to our expectation, we 
ound that the sheep distinctly 
sreferred the former, constantly 
voiding rich grasses on which 
attie and horses would fatten. 


Even among the plants, "weeds" 


;S the herders call them, there 
\ere just a few which the sheep 
ought for more greedily than for 
11 the others. 
At fitst }t seemed 


s though in a few years these es- 
iccially nutritious and succulent 
plants would be exterminated, and 
as though the sheep would be 
orced to eat other things not so 
j;ood or abandon thet.e ranges al- 
jgether. With certain plants in 
otne parts of the mountains this 
las undoubtedly happened. Some 
innuals whose seeds have been all 
jaten just before they ripened 
iave almost disappeared; for, with 
he seeds destroyed they had no 
chance to come up again the next 


ear. This is not the case, how- 


ever, with the best perennials, 
>trong, hardy plants which come 
ap from the j»an^e root year after 
year. 
Within reasonable limits, 


ranges covered with these peren- 
nials can be" eaten over every sea- 
son without appreciable injury 
Much harm cai} be done,however, 
if too many sheep, or too many 
bauds are put on them in the same 
season. 


On the ranges back of Webber 


Lake we found several forage 
p'ants which seem to be of the 
very highest value. Herders ol 
long experience said that these 
plants, especially the "wild toma- 
to" came up year after year just 
the same, even when eaten down 
each season to the very roots 
growing stocky and strong on 
places where the sheep had rested 
and eaten every green thing in 
light. This seems not improbable 
for the wild tomato has a deep, 
fleshy root which branches freely 
and holds the plant firmly in the 


il. 
There are places in the moun 


tains, however, which we founc 
almost bare of forage of any 1dnd 
These are ranges over which the 
sheep have been driven in greai 
numbers to some shipping point 
Occasionally, for short distances 
we found areas in which excessive 
feeding had destroyed annuals am 
perennials alike. 


On the whole in nearly all the 


mountain country visited we fount 
a fairly good crop of forage plant 
even where the same range hac 
been used in moderation for 
great many years. In all proba 
bility the feed is growing scarce 
as the number of bands of sheep 
is increased and the hills are eaten 
over more closely and systemati
